From China and This
Country.

Text of New Treaty As Set Forth By
Chinese Government. Celestials of
Prominence With Credentials to Be
Unmolested.

Seattle, July 31.—The Post-Intelligen-
cer will publish tomorrow the taxt of

the proposed new tresty on the immi-
gration question as set forth by the
Ohinese government. On the date of the
signing of the treaty, laborers of both
countries shall be excluded from the
other, A provision is made for labor-
ers’ return to the pative eountries, cer-

tificates being furnished. Chinese Iu-
borers destined to other countries other

to the regulations of the nation, Chis.
ese luborers are to be admitted into the
Hawailan islands and the Philippines,
aa are the subjects of other Eastern
nations, Chinese subjects, other than la-
borers, shall be admitted and permitted
to reside in this country, proper certi-
ficates being furnished them. Chinese
subjects who wish to enter Ameriea
having proper securities, shall not be de-
tained or imprisonsd.

Chinese, exoepting laborers, permanent
or transient, shall have the privilege of
bringing their families to this country,
if they present proper certificates, Chin-
ese can not becume citizens,
Disagreements in the interpretations
of the treaty are to be referred to ar-
bitration in both countries. The treaty
will be effective twenty years. A year's
notice will be necessary to shrogate the
treaty.
